ures before the senate are disposed of. 
Senator Hoar has given notice of a 
speech on the Philippine question on 
Tuesday, and he is expected then to 
fully outline his views on the question 
of expansion.

The week in the' 
house will be largely taken up with 
the consideration of the naval appro- 
priation bill, over which there prom- 
ises to be a protracted struggle. Ba- 
fore the naval bill is taken lip Chair- 
man Marsh of the committee on mili- 
tia will be recognized to move the pass- 
age, under suspension of the rules, of a 
bill to appropriate $100.000. tor the 
militia of the several states. 


The navy department has ordered 


the United States cruiser Detroit to 
the Portsmouth navy yard, to go out of 
commission. In addition to this or- 
ders have been prepared to put the 


• Marblehead out of commission at Mare 


Island, and orders have been sent to 
Admiral Watson to send the gunboats 
Betniington and Concord, now at Ma- 
nilla, home to San Francisco, where 
they will also be put out of commis- 
sion. The big battleship's Indiana and. 
Massachusetts are also to .be'sent to 
League Island about the first ot the 
month to be laid up in ordinary, in- 
stead of being commissioned. This re- 
markable reduction of the number of 
ships in commission is ascribed at the 
navy department to the lack of a suf- 
ficient number of officers to furnish 
complements for the ships absolutely 
required for naval purposes. The nav- 
igation bureau is authority for the 
statement that there are fully 1BO va- 
cancies in the line of the navy, and 
the total number of officers is really 
less than it was fifteen years ago, not- 
withstanding the great incr^as.e in the 
number of ships. 


A vigorous fight is liPius waged over 


the Grout oleomargarine hill, which 
has been pending in the ••omrnittee on 
agriculture of tho house for several 
weeks. The advocates of the measure, 
under the leadership <>r th? National 
Dairy association, of which Charles Y. 
Knight of Chicago is secretary, have 
made a canvass of the house and have 
informally served notice that the con- 
test will be carried into the next cam- 
paign. The friends of the bill claim to 
have defeated an organized effort to 
keep it in committee, and they have 
circulated 
broadcast 
throughout the 


country a number of postal cards, 
which are now pouring in upon con- 
gress. 
The cards bear a printed ap- 


peal for assistance to secure the pass- 
age of the bill, and each is signed by a 
constituent of the member to wnom it 
is addressed. 


The opponents of the bill are also 


•being heard from by mail, the princi- 
pal protest coming from la-bor organi- 
zations, which ask for the competition 
offered by oleomargarine in regulating 
the price of butter, and also because 
of the employment of labor in factories 
where it is made. A number of farm- 
ers also appear opposed to the bill. 
The members of the agricultural com- 
mittee say that there is no intention 
to pigeonhole the bill, but that when 
it. was taken under consideration a 
formal promise was made to hear all 
the interests that desired to appear, 
and that the committee has been ex- 
ceedingly active in advancing these 
hearings, holding several meetings a 
•week. The bill is -becoming promi- 
Tu-nt in being one of the 
measures, 


aside from the Porto Rican bill, to call 
down upon the individual representa- 
tives a flood of personal communica- 
tior^s from their constituents.

shifts. 
The difficulty about the whole 


matter is to hire enough clerks and at 
the same time live within the appro- 
priation. At present the postofflce de- 
partment is confronted -at the end of 
each year with a deficit of about $5,- 
000,000. 
To employ enough clerks to 


do the work in the eight-hour day and 
to pay decent living salaries would 
leave a deficit of about $20,000,000 a 
year. 
The people will not stand for 


it to have the department run on that 
kind of a basis. Now, the only way I 
know of to get what the clerks want 
and deserve is to pass the Loud bill. 
That measure would save the depart- 
ment $20,000,000 a 
year—Loud 
says 


140,000,000. It is a merltbrious meas- 
ure."

AND MUCH CASH. 


Total Loss Will Foot Up About $235 


Worked with the Aid of a Near.by 
Electric Light —Must Have Been in 
Store an Hour—Local Talent Sus 
pected—Arrests May Soon Follow 


Thieves, either Saturday 
night or 


Sunday morning robbed F. S. Wins 
low's grocery store corner of Dodge and 
River streets. 
For 
their 
trouble 


they 
received 
about 
832 in cash 


old coins valued to,8200 and,a box of 
cigars. The police are working on dit 
ferent clues and arrests may goon fol 
low. 


The robbery was a bold one and for 


fully an hour the thieves worked in the 
store under 
the glare of an electric 


light not titty feet away. Parties mosi 
familiar ivith the store committed and 
planned the robbery. They gained an 
cntruce by climbing on the roof .of 
the 


building, whicii in a story brick etr.:ctur. 
but recently built. 


Through a roof trap door they drop 


ped to the floor which is at present util- 
ized by Mr. Winslqw as a store room 
for cloaks and being situated directly 
over the grocery store. 


The trap door was not fastened 
from 


within and this the thieves no doubt 
knew. 
After the first robber entered 


the building he pushed two nearby saw- 
horses beneath the trap door so his com- 
panion or companions would not have 
so fur to drop. Then .the thieves made 
their way to the grocery store below. 
On.apost in the fr«nt part of ahe store 


. hung a picture frame containing a set ot 


old silver coins and paper money valued 


. at 8200. Ths frame contained' a glass 


and altogether 
weighed about eighty 


pounds. 
- . 


About this post on all sides were piled 


'•can:goods and boxes so as to 
make it 


impossible to get at the picture. 
This 


post is about tea feet 
from the 
front 


windows. The thieves then set to work 
and removed several dozen cans of fruit 
and carefully piled them several feet 
avviy. Then they went to the rear of 
the store and got an 
empty barrel on 


which to stand in order to take down the 
frame of coins. 
The 
barrel was too 


short and to the roar of the store they 
returned it. 


They then brought from the rear of 


the store a fourteen foot ladder 
Then 


they cut the wire that held the frame 
and took it to the floor above where 
they, placed a garmenfon the'gluss and 
struck it with a hatchet., Thia method 
was used to deaden the noitie. .VWith a 
screw driver they removed .the coins 
which were securely tacked. Thev left 
only one silver piece and a half dozer? 
bills. 
This task ot removing the coins 


must have taken some little time. 


Before going up stairs or afte; wards 


the thieves visited the- cash register. 
This they easily opened and took about 
82 in small change. 
To the money 


desk they went and at first tried to pry 
open the money drawer. ' During this 
operation they fouud the key to the 
drawer which was kept in the desk in an 
unlocked drawer. Then they 
unlocked 


the drawer securing S30 in cash. They 
left 
via the rear door on the ground 


floor after removing the bar. 


This do;r they 
left open. Sunday' 


morning about 7 o'clock Wi'liam ]Uin- 
nick, residing on South liiver street, 
discovered the door open.

the millionaire treasurer and partner

Wright, who was shot Saturday after- 
noon while in a room in the Leland 
hotel with Mrs. Louisa Lottridge, died 


• Sunday morning at 5:30 o'clock. Mrs. 


Lottridge made a statement to the 
police, in which she said there was a 


. 
struggle for the possession of the re- 
volver, during which she was standing 
and Mr. Wright sitting on a couch, 
and that while he was trying to take 
the weapon from her it exploded. Mrs. 
Lottridge denied that Mr. Wright came 
to see her in the interest of any friend, 
a theory offered by Mr. Wright's asso- 
ciates. 
She said they had been ac- 


quainted for a number of years, and 
that he went to her room at her request 
to talk over matters in which each was 
interested. 
She said they drank to- 


gether in the room and that both were 
in good spirits. 


Mr. Wright was 68 years of age, and 


was born near Cleveland. 
He began 


his career painting barns and fences, 
and from this he gradually rose to be- 
come an artist of marked ability. His 
chosen field was that of portrait paint- 
ing, but he did several genfe pieces. 
One of these in particular 
attracted 


much attention. It was called "The 
Lone Hand," and was copied 
exten- 


sively in New York. Among his con- 
spicuous portraits were

of 


President Lincoln, Secretary Seward 
and other members of President Lin- 
coln's cabinet.
